At  the  same  event,  honorary  degrees  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  on  Prof. 
Hugh  MacLennan,  well-known  novelist,  and 
a member  of  McGill  University’s  Department 
of  English,  and  on  Dr.  J.  A.  Perkins,  Presi- 
dent of  Cornell  University. 

Prof.  MacLennan  has  won  five  Governor- 
General’s  Awards  for  his  writings,  which 
include  Barometer  Rising,  Two  Solitudes, 
The  Precipice,  Each  Mans  Son,  Thirty  and 
Three,  The  Watch  that  Ends  the  Night, 


Seven  Rivers  of  Canada,  Scotchmans  Return 
and  Other  Essays,  and  many  magazine 
articles.  He  was  at  Oxford  as  a Rhodes 
Scholar  after  graduation  from  Dalhousie 
University,  and  took  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
at  Princeton  University. 

Dr.  Perkins,  President  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity for  the  past  two  years,  and  trustee  of 
the  Rand  Corporation  since  1961,  was 
executive  associate,  1950-51,  and  vice- 
president,  1951-63,  of  the  Carnegie  Cor- 
poration; and  vice-president  of  Swarthmore 
College  from  1945  to  1950.

John  A.  Morton  has  been  appointed 
Financial  Administrator  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Press.  He  was  born  and  educated  in 
Toronto,  and  brings  to  the  position  a diversi- 
fied background  in  business  and  finance.  Mr. 
Morton,  who  will  report  to  the  Office  of  the 
Director,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  overall 
financial  administration  of  the  Press,  and 
will  advise  on  financial  policies  during  the 
further  period  of  major  expansion  imme- 
diately ahead. 


The  President’s  Council 


Upon  the  completion  of  an  election  to 
choose  representatives  of  the  full-time  aca- 
demic staff,  the  newly-formed  President’s 
Council  met  for  the  first  time  on  July  7. 

President  Bissell  announced  that  the  fol- 
lowing had  been  elected  to  the  Council  for 
1965-1966:

Work  has  since  been  unanimously  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  created  by  Prof.  Laskin’s 
resignation  following  his  appointment  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Ontario. 

Ex-officio  members  are:  Dr.  Henry  Bor- 
den, Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  two  other  Board  members;  Dr.  Bissell; 
Dr.  Moffatt  Woodside,  Provost  of  the  Uni- 


versity; Frank  R.  Stone,  Vice-President  (Ad- 
ministration); Dr.  D.  Carlton  Williams, 
Vice-President  ( Scarborough  and  Erindale 
Colleges);  Dr.  Gilbert  de  B.  Robinson,  Vice- 
President  (Research  Administration);  Dr. 
R.  R.  McLaughlin,  Chairman  of  the  Univer- 
sity Planning  Office  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering;  Robin 
Ross,  Registrar  and  Director  of  Student 
Services;  Dr.  Vincent  W.  Bladen,  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science;  Dr.  John 
D.  Hamilton,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine; and  Dr.  Ernest  Sirluck,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

In  approving  the  establishment  of  the 
President’s  Council,  the  Board  of  Governors 
said  its  duties  would  be  “to  consider  all 
matters  of  priority  in  the  development  of  the 
university  and  of  its  various  parts  and 
divisions,  and  to  advise  the  President  in 
connection  therewith”.

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The  University  of  Toronto  Festival  Chorus 


The  First  International  University  Choral 
Festival,  conceived  in  1931  but  postponed 
because  of  a depression  and  a world  war, 
has  just  recently  been  held,  with  outstanding 
success,  in  New  York’s  Lincoln  Center  for 
the  Performing  Arts,  Sept.  20-26.  Canada 
was  represented  by  the  above  group,  under 
the  direction  of  Walter  H.  Barnes,  centre 
above,  and  sponsored  by  the  S.A.C.,  the 
Alumni  and  the  Varsity  Fund.  The  20 
choruses  numbered  850  singers  from  around 
the  world:  Argentina,  Brazil,  Canada,  Chile, 
Colombia,  France,  Germany,  Great  Britain, 
Japan,  Portugal,  Puerto  Rico,  Spain,  Sweden, 
U.S.A.  (5  groups),  Venezuela,  and  Yugo- 
slavia. Canada’s  “uniform”  was  navy  and 
grey,  with  a gold  “Canada”  surmounting  the 
U.  of  T.  crest,  U.  of  T.  ties  for  the  men  and 
silver  maple  leaf  lapel  pins  for  all.  Enough 
of  these  pins  (and  red  and  white  Canadian 
flag  pins,  as  well)  were  taken  for  distribu- 
tion as  souvenirs  to  all  the  other  singers. 
Canadian  mementos  of  another  kind  were 
also  taken  to  the  Festival,  in  the  composi- 
tions of  Sir  Ernest  MacMillan,  Prof.  Tali- 
valdis  Kenins,  Dr.  Healey  Willan,  and 
William  Keith  Rogers  (P.E.I.). 

During  the  6 Festival  concerts  at  Lincoln 
Center,  each  group  was  heard  individually 
and  in  mass  numbers,  and  other  concerts 
were  given  at  Rockefeller  Center,  the 
World’s  Fair,  the  United  Nations,  and  at 
local  high  schools— interspersed  with  memor- 
able tours  and  social  events  and  choral 
sessions  with  famous  American  musicians. 
The  foreign  participants,  630  in  all,  stayed 


at  the  same  hotel  and  the  international 
harmonies  were  wondrous  to  see  and  hear. 
In  his  address  to  the  massed  choirs  at  the 
U.N.,  Secretary-General  U Thant  pointed  up 
the  great  achievement  of  the  Festival  in  pro- 
moting world  peace  through  the  universal 
and  joyful  language  of  choral  music. 

After  8 days  in  New  York,  the  whole 
assembly  moved  to  Washington  for  two 
days,  where  the  N.Y.  mass  concert  was  re- 
peated in  the  National  Cathedral,  under 
the  distinguished  patronage  of  Mrs.  John- 
son, Mrs.  Kennedy,  and  Mrs.  Eisenhower. 
Some  idea  of  Canada’s  performance  is  evi- 
dent in  Irving  Lowens’  review  in  the 
Washington  Star  (Sept.  28):  “MAGIC 

TAKES  OVER  IN  CHORAL  FESTIVAL . . . 

The  range  of  style  demonstrated  was 
astonishing  and  completely  fascinating.  My 
own  personal  preference  happens  to  be  for 
the  ‘English  cathedral  style,’  the  white, 
ghostly,  impassioned  tone,  so  pure  and  so 
much  at  home  in  Gothic  surroundings,  and 
as  a consequence  I found  myself  transported 
to  ecstasy  by  the  marvellously  luminous,  ex- 
quisitely sensitive  singing  of  the  University 
of  Toronto’s  fine  chorus,  and  I was  just  as 
deeply  moved  by  the  lovely  modal  progres- 
sions of  the  Vaughan  Williams  folksong 
setting,  as  sung  by  the  visitors  from  Ox- 
ford. . . . 

“If  I were  stood  up  against  a wall  and 
told  that  I would  be  shot  if  I did  not  pick 
the  ‘best’  chorus,  I would  undoubtedly  have 
a long  struggle  with  my  conscience,  but  I 
think  I would  have  to  say  that,  for  me,  the 
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best  chorus  was  that  from  Canada.  I would 
insist,  however,  that  they  were  only  the  best 
among  peers.  . . .” 

From  Washington,  each  visiting  country 
followed  a different  route  to  various  Ameri- 
can colleges  during  the  ensuing  week.  The 
Canadian  itinerary  included  (with  fabulous 
hospitality  in  hall  and  home  alike):  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill; 
Roanoke  College,  Virginia;  Marietta  College 
and  Otterbein  College,  Ohio;  Wayne  State 


University,  Detroit.  Enthralled  audiences  in 
Toronto  heard  concerts  on  Sept.  16  and 
Oct.  16. 

Members  of  the  Festival  Chorus  were 
drawn  from  the  U.  of  T.  Mixed  Chorus  and 
the  Hart  House  Glee  Club,  both  of  which 
have  been  directed  by  Mr.  Barnes  (for  4 
and  2 years,  respectively).  He  is  now  con- 
centrating on  the  Glee  Club  and  Mr.  Lloyd 
Bradshaw  has  taken  over  the  direction  of 
the  Mixed  Chorus.

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Non-Academic  Administration 


Important  revisions  made  necessary  by  the 
expansion  of  departments  under  the  direction 
of  Frank  R.  Stone,  Vice-President  (Ad- 
ministration) have  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  are  now  in  effect. 

In  the  revised  organizational  structure  of 
the  Non- Academic  Administration,  a new 
department  — Administrative  Services  — has 
been  created,  and  the  names,  and  to  some 
extent  the  functions,  of  two  offices,  those  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and  Grounds 
and  of  the  Comptroller,  have  been  changed. 

The  Superintendent’s  department  is  now 
known  as  the  Physical  Plant  Department, 
and  the  Comptroller’s  office  is  now  the  office 
of  the  Director  of  Finance. 

The  changes  in  the  Non-Academic  Ad- 
ministration were  brought  about  because  of 
the  continued  growth  of  the  University,  with 
consequent  constantly  increasing  demands 
upon  the  services  of  the  departments  in- 
volved. 

Expansion  has  also  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  personnel  at  senior  levels. 
This  in  large  part  has  been  achieved  by  pro- 
motion from  within  the  University  staff,  and, 
of  these  senior  positions,  only  a few  have 
been  or  will  be  filled  from  outside. 

There  have  been  some  shifts  of  responsi- 
bilities from  one  department  to  another,  and 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  delegation 
of  authority,  in  order  to  free  senior  men 
from  as  much  detail  and  routine  work  as 
possible  and  allow  them  more  time  for 
essential  planning. 

The  principal  changes  in  the  Non- Aca- 
demic Administration  are  as  follows: 

Physical  Plant  Department 

Frank  J.  Hastie,  formerly  Superintendent 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  is  Director  of 
Physical  Plant. 

Responsible  to  Mr.  Hastie: 

Howard  C.  Milne,  who  was  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Construction,  has  become 
General  Superintendent,  Construction  and 
Engineering,  and  Deputy  Director  of  the 
Department.  Reporting  to  Mr.  Milne  are 
T.  P.  Reeves,  who  has  been  appointed 
Superintendent,  Construction,  and  Ellis 
Crooks,  Superintendent,  Engineering.  Mr. 
Milne’s  division  is  responsible  for  all  new 
construction,  major  structural  changes,  and 
the  design,  installation  and  maintenance  of 
the  University’s  engineering  equipment;  for 
example,  the  sleam  plant,  heat  and  electrical 
power  distribution  systems,  and  local  dis- 
tribution systems,  such  as  air  conditioning 
in  certain  buildings. 
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Alex  Russell,  formerly  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, Administration,  is  now  Super- 
intendent, St.  George  Campus,  with  overall 
responsibility  for  maintenance  of  all  build- 
ings and  grounds  in  the  University’s  down- 
town area.  Working  under  him  are  the  Area 
Supervisors,  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
of  groups  of  buildings;  the  Chief  Caretaker, 
W.  L.  Benson;  the  Grounds  Supervisor, 
Fred  Daubert,  and  the  Trades  Supervisor, 
a position  now  held  by  Arnold  Miller, 
who  is  to  relinquish  this  position  and  to  be 
appointed  Superintendent  of  Erindale 
Campus  in  the  near  future. 

G.  A.  Fitzgerald  has  already  been  pro- 
moted, from  Maintenance  Supervisor  to 
Superintendent,  Scarborough  College  Cam- 
pus. 

William  E.  Griffin,  who  has  been 
Accountant  in  the  Superintendent’s  office, 
has  been  promoted  to  a new  post.  Financial 
Administrator  of  the  Physical  Plant  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Griffin  is  responsible  for  depart- 
mental budgets,  construction  project  costs, 
and  other  business  matters,  much  of  which 
has  been  handled  previously  by  Mr.  Russell. 

James  Westhead,  formerly  Senior  Main- 
tenance Supervisor,  has  become  Safety  and 
Security  Officer.  Although  responsible  to  Mr. 
Hastie,  Mr.  Westhead  will  also  work  closely 
with  the  new  Administrative  Services  depart- 
ment in  some  of  his  duties. 

The  Planning  Office  staff  report  both  to 
Dean  R.  R.  McLaughlin,  who  has  assumed 
responsibility  as  head  of  the  Planning  Office, 
and  to  Mr.  Hastie,  to  whose  staff  they  are 
attached.  Similarly,  Jack  Brook,  who  acts 
as  Administrative  Secretary  to  the  Planning 
Office  and  as  Secretary  of  the  Presidential 
Advisory  Committee  on  Accommodation  and 
Facilities,  also  carries  out  some  special  duties 
for  the  Vice-President  (Administration). 

Administrative  Services 

David  S.  Claringbold  has  assumed  the 
new  position  of  Director  of  Administrative 
Services,  while  continuing  his  work  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Governors.  He  will  be 
supported  in  his  new  role  by  an  Assistant 
Director,  E.  S.  MacDermid  of  Ottawa,  who 
recently  retired  from  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy  with  the  rank  of  captain. 

Among  Mr.  MacDermid’s  duties  are 
responsibility  for  administrative  matters  in- 
volved in  a degree  of  centralized  co-ordina- 
tion and  direction  of  University  Residences 
and  Food  Services. 

The  office  of  the  Purchasing  Agent, 
Anthony  Stilo,  which  has  University-wide 


responsibilities,  has  been  transferred  from  the 
Physical  Plant  Department  to  Administrative 
Services.  As  mentioned  before,  the  Safety 
and  Security  Officer  will  be  associated  with 
some  operations  of  Administrative  Services, 
as  well  as  with  Physical  Plant. 

Board  of  Governors 

Because  of  the  steadily  increasing  volume 
of  work  to  be  done,  Mr.  Claringbold,  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  will  be 
helped  by  an  Assistant  Secretary,  not  yet 
appointed. 

Finance 

George  L.  Court,  previously  Comptroller, 
is  now  Director  of  Finance.  In  this  position, 
as  Mr.  Stone’s  chief  executive  assistant,  Mr. 
Court  is  responsible  for  general  financial 
operations  of  the  University,  including  in- 
vestments, budgets,  pension  matters,  insur- 
ance, financial  controls,  and  various  special 
studies.  Basically,  his  responsibility  remains 
much  the  same  as  it  has  been,  with  addi- 
tional staff  appointed  for  the  actual  per- 
formance of  detail  and  routine  duties. 

John  Curtis,  as  Systems  Analyst  and 
Chief  Programmer;  G.  M.  Grant,  as  Super- 
visor of  Data  Processing,  and  a Budget 
Officer,  to  be  appointed,  continue  to  report 
directly  to  Mr.  Court.  The  other  major  func- 
tions of  the  department  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  a Comptroller,  also  not  yet 
appointed,  under  whom  the  Chief  Account- 
ant, D.  J.  Reid,  and  J.  R.  Dorland,  who 
formerly  held  a staff  position  as  Assistant  to 
the  Comptroller,  and  now  assumes  a line 
position  as  Assistant  Comptroller,  will  con- 
tinue to  carry  out  their  present  responsi- 
bilities. 

Maurice  Murrill,  who,  as  Assistant  to 


the  Comptroller,  was  active  in  Residence  and 
Food  Services  operations,  assumes  new  duties 
as  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  Finance. 

Personnel 

The  Personnel  Officer,  Alex  Malcolm, 
continues  to  report  to  the  Vice-President 
(Administration).  In  addition  to  its  role  in 
the  employment  of  non-academic  personnel 
throughout  the  University,  this  office  will 
supply  necessary  information  concerning  new 
employees  to  the  Payroll  Department  on 
such  matters  as  income  taxes  and  the 
Canada  Pension  Plan. 

C.  L.  Hardy  is  Assistant  Personnel  Officer, 
and  Mrs.  Maria  Chmiel  is  Supervisor  of 
the  Secretarial  Service  Unit.  This  new 
division  operates  a training  pool  for  secre- 
tarial help,  providing  temporary  assistance 
for  various  departments  and  serving  as  a 
source  of  staff  for  permanent  appointments. 

Vice-President  (Administration) 

K.  S.  Gregory  continues  in  his  position  as 
Assistant  to  the  Vice-President  (Adminis- 
tration). His  principal  duties  are  the  han- 
dling of  real  estate  transactions  for  the  Uni- 
versity, the  expediting  of  the  mechanics  of 
capital  projects  and  major  maintenance  pro- 
jects, and  the  financial  co-ordination  of  both 
capital  and  major  maintenance  projects. 

Mr.  Stone  said  that,  because  of  the  revi- 
sions in  the  organization,  and  the  wider 
delegation  of  responsibilities,  members  of 
the  academic  staff  who  call  upon  his  depart- 
ments for  assistance  may  find  in  some  in- 
stances that  they  will  be  dealing  with  person- 
nel with  whom  they  have  not  had  contact 
in  the  past.  He  expressed  confidence  that  the 
changes  would  prove  acceptable  and  would 
increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  organization. 


Area  Supervisors’  Responsibilities 


In  the  interests  of  improved  liaison  be- 
tween the  occupants  of  University  buildings, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Physical  Plant 
Department,  which  is  responsible  for  main- 
tenance services,  on  the  other  hand,  Area 
Supervisors  have  been  designated  for  all 
buildings.  The  Caretakers  of  individual 
buildings  will  be  responsible  to  their  Area 
Supervisors  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
assigned  areas. 

Service  needs  or  problems  reported  by 
users  of  a building  to  their  caretaker  will 
be  attended  to  by  the  caretaker,  whenever 
possible,  and  in  other  cases  will  be  reported 
to  the  Area  Supervisor,  who  will  arrange  for 


appropriate  action  and  keep  the  users  of  the 
building  informed. 

The  Chief  Caretaker  will  be  responsible 
for  providing  cleaning  staff  and  furnishing 
them  with  supplies  and  equipment.  He  will 
also  inspect  to  see  that  satisfactory  standards 
are  maintained.  However,  in  respect  of  clean- 
ing and  other  maintenance  work,  contact 
between  users  and  the  Physical  Plant  Depart- 
ment will  be  through  the  local  caretaker 
and  the  Area  Supervisor.
